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DETAILED ACTION 

Introduction 

1. Applicants' submissions filed on 1/7/2009 have been entered. Claims 1-14, 16, 18-21 
and 24-30 have been cancelled. Claims 15, 17, 22 and 23 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Moreno lacks teachings of the limitation "adhesive sheet portions have a planar form that 
is ring shaped with a central hole-punch portion." Further, Moreno relates to thick edge adhesive 
tape for rough surface applications, and lacks motivation to form a central hole-punch portion of 
the claimed invention.
